A survey shows that 22 per cent 
of children finishing grade school 
have damaged eye sight. When they 
have finished college, 40 per cent are 
so affected. At age forty, 65 per cent 
sufTer from visual defects. And at 
ngo sixty. 00 per cent have eve de¬ 
fects. 

This regrettable Increase In eye 
troubles Is In many instances caused 
by eye strain resulting from read¬ 
ing. itudylng. sewing at night with 
poor light and not enough light. 

Science measures light In terms of 
foot-candles. A foot-candle Is the 
amount of light one standard can¬ 
dle shines on n surface one foot 
away. 

For seeing one’s way around and 
performing ordinary tasks which do 
not require seeing very small ob¬ 
jects. 5 foot-cnndles Is sufficient. For 
rending conrse print and large stitch 
sewing, you enn get along with' 10 
foot-candles. For continued reading 
of ordinary print, or doing ordinary 
sewing, you need at least 20 foot-enn 
dies. For rending fine print and tine 
sewing, you require 80 foot-cnndles. 
or more.

It Is quite a change for the Infant 
. to experience when It leaves the uterus 
| or womb and ntteinpts to adjust Itself 
to the outside world. It has lived for 
nine months In nn Incubator. Now. 
suddenly, It must develop Its own hent- 
regulatlng system. It must develop 
the ability of hrenthlng and of digest¬ 
ing foods. It must extract gases from 
the lungs the same ns adults. 

Almost half of the babies that died 
in Illinois during 1930 died within the 
first few days of life. The deaths up 
to one year of life totalled 7,153; the 
deaths within the first few days num¬ 
bered 3,342. These infants were not 
able vx> adjust themselves to the out¬ 
side world. 

The next greatest causes of death 
were pneumonia and diarrhea. One 
thousand sixty-one hubies died of 
pneumonia; 765 died of diarrhea. 
Most of the pneumonias In this group 
are not of the Infectious type of this 
disease. The pneumonia represents 
rather Inflammation of the lungs due 
to lowered resistance and general de 
Mlitation of the infant. If the child ! 
does not adjust Itself properly, Is not | 
nourished properly, or for any other 
reason falls to adapt Itself to the out¬ 
side world, pneumonia In many Instances 
Is only a terminal or end condition. 
Diarrhea belongs to the same group. 
Deaths from diarrhea In Infancy are 
usually the end result of a group of 
Inter-acting factors. Some of the pneu¬ 
monias are Infectious and some of hhe 
diarrheas are also Infectious, but, as i 
a general rule, infants that die from 
either of these die because of some 
maladjustment to the world In which 
they are trying to live. 

Whooping cough causes more deaths 
In lufancy than does any other In¬ 
fectious disease. One hundred and 
four deaths were attributed to this 
cause In infancy In 1980. For anyone 
to minimize the seriousness of whoop¬ 
ing cough In the face of these figure* 
is a manifestation of Ignorance. 
Whooping cough In the age group un¬ 
der one Is a very serious disease. It i 
should never he taken lightly, and par- , 
ticuiar effort should he made not to 
expose n very young child to whooping

The Klngfish defeated all efforts to 
silence him and was udamuut to pleas 
that he was cutting off funds for hu¬ 
manitarian purposes, lie was Insisting 
that the house be forced to vote on 
the cotton and wheat loan amendments 
to the hill which the senate had In¬ 
serted but which the lower chamber 
had rejected. A compromise had been 
reached between the administration 
and the bloc of cotton state eenutors 
by which the cotton raisers were to 
get government loans of 10 cents a 
pound, and the wheat farmers were 
left out. Long would not stand for 
the elimination of the amendments 
thus arranged. 

The Democratic leaders were afraid 
that If submitted to the house gov¬ 
ernment loans not only on wheat and 
cotton but on other commodities would 
he voted at a cost of upward of $2,- 
OUO.UOO.OOO. 

They determined to let the appro¬ 
priation bill fall rather than submit 
to Long's terms, although Robinson 
stated that information from the con¬ 
troller general's office Indicated there 
would be no available funds for the 
social security program unless the de¬ 
ficiency measure were passed. 

Most congressional authorities held 
that failure of the (103.000,000 third 
deficiency bill may delay operation un¬ 
til January of the bulk of New Deal 
legislation enacted the last two months 
of congress. It provided funds for 
many purposes besides those mentioned 
above. 

The compromise cotton plan was ac¬ 
cepted reluctantly by the AAA, ami 
many of the southern senators were 
dissatisfied with It. The senators from 
the wheat states were disgruntled be¬ 
cause the Wheat loan policy was com¬ 
pletely abandoned.

Mussolini Says Italy 
Will Fight Sanctions 
A^UlEAT BltnwiN, having ortlcred 
a concentration of naval strength 
In the Mediterranean for the purpose 
of protecting the Suez canal In case 
war breaks out between Italy and 
Ethiopia, followed this up by sending 
1.000 troops to reinforce the garrison 
on the island of Malta. Immediately 
thereafter Premier Mussolini, In on 
Interview iu the London Dolly Mall, 
made this portentous declaration: 

“It should he realized without the 
possibility of misunderstanding that 
whoever applies sanetions (penalties 
for treaty violations) against Italy 
will be met hv the armed hostility of 
our country.” 

The duce added that if the League of 
Nations voted sanctions against Italy, 
hi> country would at once leave the 
league. 

In reply to a direct question whether 
there is the slightest possibility of his 
changing his attitude, Mussolini re¬ 
plied in tin* negative, saying “none at 
all—unless Ethiopia gives in.”

It said the 
United States "anticipates the most 
serious consequences If the govern¬ 
ment of the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics is unwilling, or unable, to 
take appropriate meusures to prevent 
further acts In disregard of the sol¬ 
emn pledge given by It to the govern¬ 
ment of the United States." 

It was thought In Washington that 
Russia's reply might be delayed until 
the return of Foreign Commissar 
Maxim Litvinov, who was In Geneva 
helping deul with the Italo-Etldoplan 
crisis. II was Litvinov who personally 
gave to President Roosevelt the pledges 
that Russia would prevent Communists 
under Us control from Interfering with 
the internal afi'ulrs of this country, 
and In Mr. Bullitt's note these pledges 
are quoted In full, with the assertion 
that they have beeu flagrantly vio¬ 
lated.

Washington.— While rongresg Is off 
the administration's hands, the courts 
are still on the Job. and the bombard- 
nient of New Deal policies along the 
constitutional front may be expected 
to continue. 

In this connection. \.\\ officials are 
cordblent that, with the new amend¬ 
ments Just passed by congress, flip 
processing taxes will lie upheld. They 
think tlie objections which lower 
courts have found to the old process 
lug taxes, and which lawyers generally 
believe will be found by the Supreme 
! court, have been uvoided. 

lienee the AAA Intends to do every¬ 
thing possible to produce a court test 
of the new processing taxes Just as 1 
speedily jis possible. AAA officials sav 
privately that they have already picked 
the case on which to make the baffle 
It Is that of the IIoosoc Mills. 

Washington lawyers who. no matter 
what their specialty, always figure that 
I they are experts on what the Supreme 
• ourt may do. and who certainly are 
more interested in the court than In 
what might be called the chores of the 
profession, are divided as to what will 
be the outcome. 

Three possibilities, they admit, are 
I open. The first Is for the high court 
to throw the whole business out the 
window, holding flint the assessment 
of such excise taxes Is beyond the 
power of congress, in that these taxes 
I ire for a particular purpose and not 
for the general need of the govern- 
J ment, and that they are not Intended 
I to produce revenue, but to achieve a 
desired price level. 

In this case the AAA would have 
nowhere to turn, but there Is little 
doubt what the administration would 
do. It would continue to pay farm 
benefits, and in January It would ask 
congress to levy special taxes to pro¬ 
vide the additional revenue needed. 

Or the court might, as AAA officials 
believe It will, uphold the whole busi¬ 
ness, which would settle the question 
for the time being—probably until 
after the next election, anyhow. 

Another Possibility 

Hut there Is another possibility. The 
high court may decide that the proc¬ 
essing taxes as fixed in the law are 
all right, but that the formula for 
chauglng them as agricultural prices 
approach parity is an unconstitutional 
delegation of power. 

Most lawyers agree that the Injec¬ 
tion of this “formula" for changing 
the taxes as the prices of products 
change was a grave mistake by those 
desiring to avoid having the court 
throw the taxes out. For they con- 


storming as few candidates have ever 
done.

Gets What He Wanted 

Very few times in history has a 
President obtained a greater measure 
of what he wanted from his second 
congress than has President Roosevelt, 
lie actually suffered no Important re¬ 
verses except a few having funda¬ 
mentally nothing to do with bis pro¬ 
gram and policies. 

Critics point to the World court vote. 
Every President since Wilson has been 
for the World court, and every one— 
Harding, Coolldge and Hoover—failed 
to get anywhere with It Due to a 
combination of racial groups opposing 
United States adherence to the court, 
and to widespread and firmly frozen 
isolationist sentiment, many senators 
simply do not dare to vote for it. 

Critics also point to the St. Law¬ 
rence seuway treat}, which Mr. Roose¬ 
velt strongly favors, and which does 
Impinge slightly on his progrum and 
policies in that there Is a power angle. 

But the power ungle had nothlug to 
do with the defeat of that treuty, nor 
the attitude in the senate that made It 
futile to attempt to brim

No one questions that the 
duties are levied 
mind. 

and not purely a revenue turiff. for a 
good many yeurs. In fact, the Repub¬ 
licans used to win elections right along 
on that plea, and even when the Demo¬ 
crats came into power—on the tariff 
Issue, hack In Cleveland's time—there 
was no actual scuttling of the protec¬ 
tive Idea.
